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BATTLE WITH BLACKS 

Severe Fighting Near the Town 
of Buluwayo. 

HANI KILLED ON BOTH SIDES.

Cape Tow V. April 27.— Tho Matalm- 
les uTo (lis|il;i\ iiiK great boldness ami 
enorcy and tlie pursuit of their purpose 
iB to Kurrnund tho town oompletelj and 
oat off all oommimloation with the out- 
ride world. Saturday it wa« found that 
the hostile forces of natives had aur- 
rouuded the town on the northeast and 
west, their ranks being much too closo 
to the town to allow of any freedom of 
MtiOD bj thoM within. Their lines 
were being energetically extended in 
both directions and threatened to close; 
iaontheiouth and cut off coiumunii M- 
tion with Mangwo aud Mafekin^, aloiiK 
which the expected reinforcements aud 
rapplMS of proTisiona are coming. The 
pioket« of the enemy were found to be 
in no oaaa b«yond four miles distant 
from the Buluwayo lines and they were 
frivinn lively evideiioe of tln'ir improved 
knowledge of military strategy over 
that displayed in tlio war of Lobongula 
by the way in which they were throw- 
ing up rude fortifloatioiu and earth- 
work protections, beyond which the 
native warriors oonld resist the charge 
of the whites. They tlneati'iied thuH to 
work an approach to tho town, which 
was speedily putting the place in jeop- 
ards. Immediate steps were perceived 
to be neoeasary to dislodge tho lines of 
the enemy and drive them bock. 

A column for attack was hastily 
formed cousistiug of 100 whites, 100 
"Oape boys" and 100 natives. They 
were supped with one Maxim and one 
HotchUss rapid fire guns and were 
nlaoed in oommand of Oaptain McFar- 
uuie. They were spoedilT ready for an 
offensiTe movement and thus oommand - 
ed and equipped they sallied forth from 
the Buluwayo defenses. They took a 
direction northeasterly from the town 
in the direction of the Umguza river. 
They had proceeded only about five 
miles on this course, advancing cau- 
tiously with qcouts in advance aud out- 
riders on each side, when the enemy 
opened the attack. The Matabele force 
numbfu'd not less than 3,000 and their 
attack v. !is eager and well directed. 

The column from Uiiluwayo was just 
crossing a small stream, a tributary of 
the Unigu/.a, when tlie attack opened. 
The overwiielniing odds, 10 to one. 
hurled uix>n the. little eoluniii, drove it 
back by more weiglit of numbers and 
the advanet^ parties were glad to retreat 
in haste across the stream. Tliis retro- 
grade uu)vement was, however, ell'ected 
in good order and tiling as they went, 
tlius drawing the enemy across tho 
river. The Matabeli's advanced upon 
the little band of warriors in formidable 
array; their line extended in a crescent 
formation, tlie horns of the descent ad- 
vanced t<i tlie fri'iit, creeping and writh- 
ing like a tii acliertms serpen! sreking to 
enclose its prey and sununnd it in its 
dea<lly coils. 

Tho long straggling line extended 
over a distance of three miles with wide 
intervals between the men in line, ex- 
cept in the parts where they closed in 
expectation of a hand-to-hand confiu t. 
Manycamo on, brandishing thi'ir a.sso- 
gaias and shields and giving forth tierce 
yells in true savage fashion. As tlio 
howling savages closed in on the col- 
umn they afforded un excellent target 
for the sweeping discharge oS the rapid 
flte guns. The eugugement which en- 
gnedwasahot and desperate one,- aud 
dark, leapii>g bodies seemed to spring 
np as fast as they were mowed down. 

The Buluwayo force kept the river in 
their immediate front. The firearms 
did heavy execution among the hostile 
natives as tbeyrushed up to the op- 
posite bank. This only nartly checked 
th^ fierce onslaught and many gained 
the side on which the whites stood. 
These were charged by the troopen and 
out down or driven bock mto the 
gtream. , . ^ 

When the Matabele in front were 
finally driven back they were seen to 
have sustained a heavy loss. The little 
I u er was dyed a dark crimson with tho 
blood ol tiio victims of the Maxim. 
One obM-rver counted 40 dead lying iu 
a small cinuit close to the column. 

The whites liad been hotly engaged 
in front and wlieii they succeeded Jn re- 
pulsing tlio attack there, they found 
more work still waiting for them. The 
udvauceil ends of tlie enemy's line had 
got under the Hanks and they found 
aquuds of howling black men in their 
rear when they turned their attention 
lu that direction. This came near prov- 
ing a greater peril than the onslaught 
from the fnuit, but it was luckily tie- 
f erred until the lii'st attack liad been re- 
pulsed, and tho forces of tb« Matabeles 

%veakened there. 

But tor tiie oi»en nature Of HI* ground 
toward liuluwayo, the encircling tac- 
tics of tho enemy would certainly have 
succeeded against the small force op- 
posed to them. As it was, it was pos- 
lible to piareive their movements and 
move accordingly, ami the open ground 
Mve free play for the Maxim, which 
was employed also in th»t dlnoMou 
with deadly effect.

tiiined.lfi Tiew of the forces of the at- 
tacking party, and the fact that they 
were actually outflanked, is considered 
small, and the whites are considered 
lucky to have come off so well. They 
retired upon the condtuion of the Sffht, 
but thev were in posses ri o n of the field 
when they did so. 

Although the attacking party came 
off withoat any heavr losses they did 
not drive the Matabeles, but simply re- 
pulsed their attack. The hostile lines 
are practically as near to Buluwayo as 
ever, and it is certain that only a part 
of the Matabeles who are beleagnriug 
Buluwayo were engaged in the fight. 
It is not clear that the sortie has been 
effectual in preventing the advance of 
the Matabeles to the south of Buluwayi^, 
which is the outcome most feared. 

Tin; uneasiness here regarding the 
situation in tho hard-pressed settlement 
is unabated and about the only agreeable 
tM'tor is that telegraphic commnnlca- 
tion with Buluwayo is still open. Tho 
ndministratiir thi re imnounces that the 
town still has pinvision for 20 days. Thi 
6U])i)lies on their way from .Mafeking 
are exjiected to arrive before that period 
expires. Hut their arrival at all de- 
pends upon many contingencies. It is 
very iniie)i f(>ared that the relief column 
may lie attacked. If tlie sujiplies were 
not captured in such a case, they w'ould 
certainly bo delayed. The same thing 
would haj>pen if the lilie of communi- 
cation were cut and some i)oint on it 
strongly held, The best speed the relief 
rolunui can make without hostile ob- 
struction will not bung it tO BtdnwajO 
until it is urgently needed. 

The administrator in lUiluwayo is do- 
ing all in his i)owerto increase his stock 
and to provide against the contingency 
of delay of the relief from .Mafeking. 
He has ordered that all passenger serv- 
ice be stopped in order to enable the 
coaches from the south to be used for 
bringing in tho available Kui)ply of 
meal. It is said also that an arrange- 
ment lias been made witli a friendly 
chief for further supplies, and these, it 
is hoped, will tide over the needs of the 
community until they are better provid- 
ed for. 

An oflicial dispateh forwarded here

DYGERT GETS BACK. 

He Tells Somethiing About Life 
In a Cuban Prison. 

HIS TWO MONTHS' EXPERIENCE.

Tamp.\. Fla., April 27.— W. O. Dy- 
gert of Cireeiiwood, Ills,, arrived her(f 
yesterday afternoon from Cuba, where 
he has just been released fii>in i)rison. 
He has been couliued two mouths ex- 
actly. Dygert left Tampa Feb. 18, with- 
out getting a paaspoKt. He went into 
Havana on Feb. 28. He was arrested 
in the province of Havana and placed in 
prison at (i nines. The only charge 
against him was that .spani^ii soldiers 
found on old Sharpe gun near the place 
where he was arrested. It was of very 
ancient make and no cartridges are now 
made to fit its very large odiber. Uc 
was giyea mrmwl ao*oiiUed tsamiua- 

tions. 

permission to write to friends or the 
Uniteil .States consul was refused, but 
when ho was s' uched the soldiers 
failed to discover several hundred dol- 
lars in money concealed on his pe. Son. 
Soon after his incarceration he briued a 
guard to ri'ixirt his case to the Ameri- 
can consul, paying J'..'0, and ifM) more to 
be ,i)aid on receipt of information that 
the case had been re[iorted. On 
March 20 the guards handed hi in a 
piece of Spanish newspaper, from which 
he learned that tlM case had been re- 
l)orteil. 

March 28 Consnl Williams notified 
him that his relea.so had been requested. 
April 'S-i he WiUl carried to Havana aud 
taken before a judge at 9 o'clock at 
night aud informed that if he would 
sign n paper written iu Spanish he 
would be released. He found that noth- 
ing taken from him was to be returned, 
so ne refused. Consul Williams came 
down alK)ut 10 o'clock and his release 
was effected. Dygert says that during 
the time he was in prison he was con* 
fined iu a room 16 by 18 feet. Thirty- 
two other prisoners were in the same 
room. 

The drinking water was awful and 
kept him sick a great deal of the time. 
FiM>d was very scaroe and of decided 
poor quality. 

Dygert is a placer miner from Idaho 
and was simply out to see the south 
during the winter months when he 
could not work. After he arrived in 
this city he decided he would see some- 
thing of tropics and concluded to go to 
Cuba and did not care to esperieuoe the 
dilay necessary to get a passport. He 
will lay his case before the state de- 
partment at once and ask that action be 
tiken as soon as possible in damages 
against the Spanish governm ent.

There are nunom of other deaths 
south and west of Olifton, and it is 
feared that when conunnnioation with 
the stricken town is established, that 
the loss of life will be shown to have 
been great. The wires to many points 
are down and but meagre details are ob- 
tainable. The peotmiai7 loss west of 
Olifton at one point is estimated at f io,. 
000, indicating that the total loss will 
be high. 

Past^.ngers on the Bock Island train 
from the north Tosterday ovi>ning 
brought iiartiid deta&s of ^e cy( hine. 
It started about six miles south of (Jlif- 
tou uud went in a northeasterly direc- 
tion fur 12 or 16 miles; then lost its 
force by spreading. It passed about 
half way between Clifton and Morgan- 
ville. Its track varied from 160 jiadB 
to a qum-ter of a mile in width. It tore 
through a farming community and left 
nothing standing. Houses and barns 
were w recked, trees torn up or broken, 
fences leveled and hay stacks blown in 
every direction. The cyclone was f(d- 
lowed by a tei-rilie rainstorm which 
lasted leveral bonis. Hooding tin* tlevas- 
tati d ilistrict. 

The victims were in their houses and 
the most of them bad retired. The 
storm struck Peter .Anderson's house at 
!»:;!() o'cllick. This was about a mile 
from the starting point. The bouse 
was d''molished m an instant, Kvery 
niemlii r ol the .\ndersoii family was in- 
jured. When tlu'y had extricated theni- 
Kelves from the debris they di.scovered 
that Anderson's grandchild was miss- 
ing. Till' dead body of the child was 
found yesterday mMHiag Itt • mviuo 
half a mile away. 

Couriers wi le sent to Clifton and 
Morgaiiviile for iloctors, but it was day- 
light before they arrived, and the i \ 
tent of the injury and damages were 
not known. It was nooa bifoce all the 
victims had been found.

W.vsniNGTON, Ai)ril 27. — The senate 
program for this w^eek so fur as deter- 
mined upon includes only the consider- 
ation of appropriation bills, beginning 
with the naval bill and following that 
closely with eitlier the river and harbor 
or the District of Columbia bill, proba- 
bly the former. Thero may be spas- 
modic eflforts to get np other measures, 
but the probabilities ore that nothing 
else of any general importance will re- 
ceive attention. Certainly nothing will 
be taken up which will lead to gencml 
debute if the committee on appropria- 
tions can control the order of Dusiness. 
It is expected there will be an effort on 
the part of Senator Oormon and other 
senators to amend the naval bill so as to 
provide for the construction of only two 
battleships instead of four, as the bill 
provides. There ia also an dement in 
the senate favorable to increasing the 
number to six. It is therefore expected 
that this bill will develop considerable 
debate. 

The river and harbor bill will un- 
doubtedly be nmde the subject of severe 
attack by SiMiator White and others 
who stand with him on the southern 
California deep water htirbor ((uestioii 
unles> there is a change of the present 
diM'ision of the committee whicli is in 
favor of ."^anta ."Mi>nica, 

A large majority of the senators, al- 
most all of fiK in in fact, now r>gard 
early adjournment as (|uite detinilelj' 
deteriniiied upon. If the lliniocrats 
and Poimlists ever had any idea of at- 
tempting to |)rolong the session beyond 
the national conventmns they ai>p'Mr to 
have giv' ii ii no and few of them now 
fix the dale b. yond the 1st of .luile. 

Senator ( ieoiT.''', who is the espocial 
champion of the viUuiitary bankrui)tcy 
bill, says that he lias received no en-

Such a fate for the hill lias 
leen considered among thu probatillities 
ever since its passage by the house, and 
recent expressions on the jiart of those 
near tiie president have increased the 
uppreheiuuous of tho friends of the bill 
on this soore. Heuco there will be an 
efl'ort to so arrange tho business of the 
session as to hcud congress in session 
daring the 10 days which he is allowed 
to consider a bill, in order to secure an 
opportunity for passing the bill over the 
president's objections in case of his dis- 
approval.

RcH KVii.i.i'., Iiiil., April '.'T.— Alfred 
Egbert killed fivti j)ersons, and. wlien 
pursued by u mub, shot and killed him- 
self. He is supposed to have been in- 
sane. His victims are: .'^herilT W. D. 
.Mull, William Sweem, hisde])uty; Mrs. 
Herman Hasehke. .\ggie ILischko, her 
10-year-old daughter, and Herman 
Iluschke, her 8-year-old sou. 

Egbert was 31 years old uud unmar* 
ried. He lived with his parents, just 
across the alley from Herman Ha.sclike. 
Soon after T o'clock ."Saturday morning 
Egbert shouldered !v double-baneled 
breechloading shotgun, and walked over 
to tlie Haschko home. A moment later 
a shot set the windows of the house rat* 
tling, and littlo Agnes Hosohke fell dead 
in an inner room, pieicod by shot. Her 
younger brother, Herman, ran out to 
the porch, and Morton Kent, who was 
passing the house, saw Egbert run out 
and shoot the little fellow down. Both 
children died instantly. 

Egbert walked ba<k into the alley, 
where Mrs. Haschko was milking a cow. 
He firod at her, but missed. She leaped 
up terror-stricken, and tried to iiec, but 
before she ha<l taken a dozen steps, Eg- 
bert overtook her. Swinging the gun 
above his head, he brotight the stock 
down on her tmoovered head. She 
re4>led, and again ho struck her. Blow 
on blow from the steel-shod butt of the 
we.inon beat her to earth. Her skull 
cracked like an egg-shell under the cruel 
blows, aud she fell, bathed in her own 
blood. She died two hours later. 

Egbert turned ftam the horrid sight 
without a tremor, and slipping two 
more shells into the breach, brought the 
hummers to full cock, threw the weapon 
into the hollow of his arm and, covering 
the bloody stock with his hand, walked 
out into the street. He met Kent, who 
had witues.sed the killing. Nodding tO 
him. he wisiied him good- morning with 
a >mile, and went leisurely uptown. 

Kout hurrie(i to the jail and notitied

Hushing into tho 
stall tliey found Egbert dead, with his 
clothing ablaze. He had placed the guu 
against his stomach, and sent a charge 
of No. 1 shot through his abdomen, 
ranging upward to his head, dying in- 
stantly. 

In the same hour that Egbert breathed 
his last, the uews was earned to his sis- 
ter, Florence Egbert, who was sick in 
bed wi(h typhoid fever.

THE ODDFELLOWS. 



Buidftj Wm tbe BsTtaty-Seventb 
Aulvminr of th« Inititution 
of Th(rtr Otdw. 



Sonday waa the seventy-PcvtMitli antii- 
versary of ilie fonndinj; of tlie Independ- 
ent Order of Odd Fellowo in the United 
Stttei. There are nearly 1,000,000 mem- 
ben of tbe order, and in thousands of 
inatanoea lodgaa or individnala iormally 
N00gnfi«d tbe occasion. Many celebra- 
tiona of tbe annivcriiary will occur to-ilay. 

The order now owna more than 3,800 
btlli, oaed by it for lodR* moetinga and 
other ptirpofos, tlieir total Toloo iMing 
mora than $iU,U00,000. 

It alio owns 24 homea, aaylami and 
Orphana^'ef, which, with th« land, are 
valued at $1, 000,000. 

It publishes 40 papers and periodicals 
(43 in the United States) in half a dozen 
languages, and there are more tliau a 
dozen mutual aid, insurance and accident 
aocieties in the country to which Odd 
Fellows only are eligible. 

Total revenues of the Independent Or- 
der of Odd Fellows, United States of 
America, were $8,427,000 in 1805, and 
S:l,:i2.".,000 was jiaid out in that year to 
relieve the sick and distressed, or to^aid 
the widow and educate the orphan. 

The total niemliership was 7'.>0,7'.>5, to 
which must be added 10.S,G32 wouien, 
membera of the Rebelcah Degree. 

In 1888 the total reUef paid was only 
IB.OOO. 

The one lodge in 1810 baa increased to 
nearly 11,000, and the 500 members of 
1828 have within 70 years increased I.SOO 
times. 

Many distinguished men have been or 
are now members of the order. Ex* 
Presidenta Orant, Hayes, Garfield and 
Harrison, ez-Vice President Colfax, Sen- 
ator John Sherman, the late Senator 
Olivet P. Morton, and Anson Jones, 
Bdcond President of tbe Republic of 
Texas, all received the degree of Odd- 
fellowsliip. 

The Kebekah Degree, originally con- 
ferred only on women relatives of and on 
Oddfellows, is now open to women other 
than relatives. The ritual of this decree 
was written by .Schuyler Colfax in isol 
and adopted by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. Its popularity may be inferred 
when it is known that it numbers 108,1500 
brethren (Oddfellows) and 03,810 sisters. 
In addition to the 900,000 members of 
the Independent Order of OddlVllowH of 
the United States there are 20 orders of 
Oddfellows in Great Britian, with 1,100, 
000 members, and*107,000 odored Odd 
iellowa in America. 

No where else in the United States h&n 
tills beneficent order a linner liold than 
right here in JIayaville, where it num- 
bers among its members Um bestoitisens 
of the city. ^ ^ 

Dr. Whitsitt. 
The Rev. Dr. \V. II. Whitsitt, Prea 
dent of the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, is in hot water. He wrote 
the sketch of Roger Williama iu John- 
son's Universal Encyclopedia, and said 
that Williams was sprinkled when bap- 
tized and not immersed, and that was 
the prevailing custom at the time. Out 
of this mole hill a mountain has been 
raised, and Dr. Whitsitt :a to be investi- 
gated by the Board of Trustees of the 
seminary and may lose his (;ood ]<of\- 
tion. His statement is not denie<l, but 
the argument is that he should not Ije 
diaseminatingsnch anti-Baptist teaching.
